Motion to Recommit Voted Down. 

Ald. Kent moved a recommittal of the ordi- 
nance, ' 

This ordinance will-be passed despite any 
dilatory methods,” said Ald. McGillen. Ald. 
Kent’s motion was lost by a vote of 50 to 9. 

The original ordinance provided for gas at 
$1.20 a thousand, with a rebate of 20 cents 
for the prompt monthly payment of bills; 
also that public buildings shall be lighted for 
“7S cents a thousand; also that the company 

= pay 2 per cent of its net profits to the 
city. 

Ald. Tripp moved an amendment making 
the price to consumers 75 cents a thousand. 
Ald. Ryan moved to lay the motion on the 
table. The vote was 47 yeas; 13 nays. 

Ald. Ernst moved to make the price to be 
paid $1. 

On Ald. Ryan’s motion Ald. Ernst’s amend- 
ment was laid on the table. | 

Ald. Kent presented an amendment requir- 
ing a payment to the city of 3 per. cent 
of its gross-receipts. Ald. Ryan moved 
to table the amendment, which was done. 
Ald. Ryan then moved to make the percent- 
age 3 per cent of the net profits. Ald. Noble 
moved an amendment to this, making the 
price to be paid to the city 5 per cent of the 
gross receipts. This was defeated. Ald. 
Ryan’s motion was then carried. Ald: 
Sexton moved to strike out the word *‘ net”’ 
and insert the word *“‘gross.’”’ Ald. McGillen 
moved to lay the amendment on the table, 
which was done. The. provision requiring a 
bond of $50,000 was amended to read 
$100,000. Ald. Noble asked the insertion of 
a provision requiring the company to make a 
cash deposit of $100,000 as a guarantee of 
good faith. On Ald, Ryan’s motion this was 
laid on the table. Ald. Ernst moved that the 
ordinance should specify that nothing but 
manufactured gas should be used and that 
natural gas should be barred. This was 
accepted. 

Ald. Sexton moved that work under this 
ordinance should be done in the business dis- 
trict during the night. The business district 
was described as bounded on the north by 
Chicago aventie, on the west by Halsted 
street, and on the south by Van Buren street. 


Passage ef the Ordinance. 


Ald. Hepburn said he was tired of “ this 
monkeying,”’ and while opposed to the ordi- 
nance he was ready to acknowledge that it 
was hopeless to oppose it further. Ald. Ryan 
moved the previous question, and the roll- 
call proceeded on the ordinance, ‘yhich was 
passed, after which the Council,‘at 11:58 
o’clock, adjotrned.

Principal Sections of the Ordinance, 

The principal provisions of the ordinance 
are as follows: 

Sec. 1. Subject to the terms ayd conditions of 
this ordinance there is hereby granted to the 
Chicago Metropolitan Gas company the right to 
construct, maintain. and operate gas works 
within the City of Chicago, together with the 
right-of-way along, upon, and under all the 
avenues, streets, alleys, and public places in said 
city, for the purpose of placing, operating, re- 
pairing, and maintaining one or more lines of 
gas mains and pipes and all necessary feeders 
and service pipes in connection therewith for 
lighting and fuel purposes. 

Said Metropolitan» Gas company of Chicago 
shall not lay main pipes in any such avenne, 
street, alley, or public place ‘of said city unless 
they shall at the time lay down all feeders or 
service pipes necessary to make connection with- 
out any subsequent disturbance of the pavement 
or surface of such avenue, street, or public place 
with each and all building lots fronting or abut- 
ting thereon. Said company shall not charge 
any person desiring to make a connection with 
any service pipe laid or to be laid by them. And 
shall, when so ordered by a two-thirds vote of 
all the Aldermen elected, extend their main 
pipes in any block half of which shall be im- 
proved by buildings. ‘ 

Here followed the usual provision about 
tearmg up streets, etc. Then came the pro- 
visions about restoring the street photo- 
metrical tests and so on. 

Provision as to Price. 

The price provision is as follows: 

Sec. 8. Tha rights and privileges hereby grant- 
ed are upon tee express condition that no gas 
flowing throu#h any main pipe, feeder, or serv- 
ice pipe laid by said Metropolitan company or 
by its authority shall be ebarged for to general 
consumers thereof at the rate exceeding $1.20 
per thousand cubic feet. 

Provided. Upon all bills paid on or before the 
10th day of the caléndar month succeeding the 
calendar month gasis furnished a rebate of 20 
cents per each 1,000 cubic fest of gas shall be 
allowed, making the net price $1 per 1,000 cubic 

et for suck gas; and ae 
 Provid All gas furnished to the City of Chi- 
cago they shall only be paid the sum of 75 cents 
per 1,000 cubic feet for all public buildings, and 
for gas furnished for street lighting, including 
lighting and oxtinguishing, the sum of $17.50 
per annum for each street lamp. 

Said Watson and his assigns shall also pay to 
the City of Chiéago annually the sum of 3 per 
centum per annum upon the net profits made by 
said Watson and his oa wt carrying on the 

iness authorized by this ordinance. 
“ores In the na? that seid Watson and his 
assigns within three years from the date of the 
passage of this ordinance, giving 1t permission 
to lay pipes, ete., shall not have built and com- 
pleted gas works in said city sufficiently extensive 
to enable it to manufacture and distribute gas 
to an amount not less than 10,000,000 feet in 
every thirty days, and Jocated within the limits 
of the City of Chicago, and shall not have works 
and expend thereon at least $100,000 within 
twelve months from the date of the passage of 
this ordinance, or if said Watson or his assigns 
shall at any time enter into any combination, 
directly or indirectly, with any gas cempany a 
companies concerning the rates (or price) to 
charged for gas either to the city or private oon.

New York Subscribers Object to Wosing 


the Use of Their Money for Twenty ~ 


Days=Committee to Investigate Goth-

. New York, Feb. 5.'—[Special.]|—For two 
hours following the receipt of the notice of 
allotment of bonds decided upon by Secre- 
tary Carlisle today the rotunda of the Sub- 
treasury was filled with a crowd of angry 
bankers. The cause was a section in Secre- 
tary Carlisle’s letter which read: 

** The bonds will be ready for delivery on 
and after Feb. 20, and you are therefore re- 
quested to deposit with the United States As- 
sistant Treasurer at New York within ten 
days from that date the sum ot $——, the value 
of the bonds allotted you at the price above 
named, with accrued interest on said sum at 
the rate of 3 per cent per annum from Feb. 
1, 1894, to date of deposit.”’ 

Later Secretary Carlisle telegraphed that 
all subscriptions would have to pay four days’ 
interest at the rate-of 3 per cent per annum 
on the principal and premium of the amounts 
allotted, and «#ubscribers imaking deposits 
after the date of allotment today would have 
to pay interest for every day from Feb. 1 to 
Che Secretary’s 
ruling leaves them minus the use of the money 
they had invested for bonds for twenty days. 
They have neither bonds, money, nor any- 
thing they can use in place of them. An ap-

New York, Feb. 5.—|Special.|—The spe- 
cial committee of| the Senate appointed to in- 
vestigate the Police Departinent met today. 
There were present besides the committee 
Mr. Smith, President of the Chamber 
of Commerce; Gustav H. Schwab, the 
Rev. Dr. Parkhurst, United States 
Marshal Jacobus, Commissioner 
Hess of the Board of Electrical Control, and 
half a dozen other persons. Joseph H. Choat, 
it was announced, had refused to act as coun- 
sel for the committee. Then the Rev. Dr. 
Parkhurst intimated that the committee was 
not acting in good faith. Dr. Parkhurst ad- 
vised secret sessions, as the testimony of un- 
willing witnesses would be of no valueif 
taken in public.

CONFESSES HIMSELF A PERJURER. 


Boss McKane Admits Two of His Affida- 
vits Contained False Statements. 

New York, Feb. 5.—[Special.|—For the 
second time John Y. McKane today confessed 
himself to be a perjurer in the Brooklyn Court 
of Oyer and Terminer on his trial for con- 
spiracy to hide the registration lists of Graves- 
end last fall. McKane swore Saturday that 
the statement made by him in an affidavit 
used in the mandamus proceedings, to 
the effect. that he had previously 
examined the registration lists, was false. 
McKane today swore he had also made a false 
statement in another affidavit used in the 
mandamus proceedings to the effect that at 
the time the Bacon, party was arrested on 
election day men were approaching the 
town from several directions armed 
drawn - pistols and heavy canes. The 
‘*Boss”’ acknowledged under oath he had 
not seena drawn pistol or cane. He admitted 
under oath that his affidavit to that effect was 
false. A feature of his cross-examination was 
his avoidance of direct answers when pressed 
as to why saloons were allowed to keep open 
in Coney Island Sunday. The ** Boss”’ said 
he never went to salcons, and therefore had 
no personal knowledge whether they were 
open. He refused to say directly whether he 
was satisfied the saloons were open.

PICKS UP THE BARK RYDALMERE, 


The Lord Charlemont Fetches It Into New 
York in a Disabled Condition. 

New Yors, Feb. 5.—[Special. ]|—The steam- 
er Lord Charlemont found the British bark 
Rydalmere Feb. 3 200 miles southeast of 
Sandy Hook, dismasted and helpless, and its 
crew on the verge of starvation. Most of the 
vessels which arrived today were covered with 
ice and half of them had been worsted by the 
weather. The last few days have been disas. 
trous anes for shipping and thereare scores of 
agents and consignees in New York today 
anxiously waiting for news of the arrival of 
vessels long overdue. The British bark 
Rydalmere sailed from Demerara forty days 
ago laden with sugar. It struggled with 
northeast and northwest gales for weeks and 
Jan. 30 was struck by a hurricane. Olid salts 
are wondering just now when the British bark 
Bronhall is coming here. It has been out 
from Hamburg eighty-six days. It was spoken 
Jan. 24 660 miies west of Cape Clear, Ire- 
land.

GENERAL NEWS FROM NEW YORK, 
Many People Overcome by Muriatic Acid 
Fumes—Other Paragraphs, 


New York, Feb. 5.—[Special.|—Eighteen girls 


in the Union Laundry, No. 247 Center street, 
were overcome this morning by the odor of muri- 
atic acid. They were carried to the open air, 
where they soon revived. The rumor ‘ got 
out that an explosion had occurred and 
that several people had  ~»been killed. 
The street was soon blockaded with an excited 
crowd. Many people inthe crowd had friends 
who worked in the building, and they made 
frantic efforts to break through the line estab- 
lished by the police to keep the building clear. 
Besides the laundry, which is on the fifth floor, 
half a dozen other concerns, employing over 
300 persons, have space in the building. 
Fully half of them were disabled from 
work by the odor which penetrated the entire 
building from the basement, which is occu- 
pied by the Metropolitan Range company. 
The first to feel the effects of the acid this mora- 
ing were the employés of James Lennon & Son 
on the first floor. Several were overcome. James 
Lynch fell to the floor in a dead faint. E. E. 
Wilson also fainted. Both men were taken to 
their homes. A number of girls in the employ of 
Sawyer & Gilman, hat manufacturers, were taken 
ill. Some of them fainted and ail of them’ had 
to leave work for awhile.

LUNATIC IS CIVILLY RESPONSIBLE. 


Appellate Court Reverses the J udgment 
Obtained by Paul Holz. 

Whether the insane beneficiary of a life in- 
surance policy is entitled to the money called 
for in the policy is the question in a suit 
brought by the conservator of Paul Holz, who 
killed ‘his father three years ago, against the 
Ancient Order of United Workmen for 
$3,000. In the Circuit Court judgment for 
this amount was rendered the plaintiff. Now 
the judgment has been reversed and an ap- 
peal taken. For the Appellate Court, in re- 
versing the former judgment, Justice’ Water- 
man says: 

If the distinction between the civil and crimi- 
nal liability of the insane is kept in mind there 
will be no difficulty in answering the question. 
A lunatic is not criminally responsible for his 
acts, because criminal intent is the essence of 
crime, and criminal intent is wanting in the in- 
sane; but intent is not a ‘necessary ingredient of 
civil liability. Intent not being necessary, a 
lunatic is civilly responsible for his torts and an 
action may be maintained against him therefor. 
This is no time for removing any of the restraints

Pierre Brady, who committed suicide today 
at the St. James Hotel, New York, and left a 
note addressed toa mysterious *‘ Madame,” 
was the head ridiug master at the fashionable 
Aldine Academy in this city. He resided at 
No. 1706 Chestnut street, and from Prof, 
Zonacky it was learned that Brady, whoisa 
Frenchman of good family, was in love with 
Mme. Jane Hadmg. Brady frequented the 
theaters, and went behind the scenes last 
week. He raved over Mme. Hading, and it is 
believed that it was because he could not be 
in her company and society that he killed 
himself. His relatives are wealthy. He came 
to this country, has been West ag a cowboy 


for several years, and assumed his present 


position six weeks ago.\ 

New York, Feb. 5.—[Special.|—Pierre 
Brady committed suicide at the St. James 
Hotel this morning by taking laudanum. A 
hall boy knocked at the door of Brady’s room 
early this morning and got no answer. He 
called the engineer. They forced their way 
into the room and found Brady insensible on 
the bed. Beside the bed was a vial which had 
contained laudanum. Beside it was a note 
unsealed and without address written in 
French. Translated the note ran as follows: 

‘* Madame, my last thoughts will be for 
you. At the moment of leaving this world I 
say to you ‘ farewell.’ _ Brapy.

It Crashes Into Another Car and Does

The grip of a northbound South Halsted 

street cable car caught in the cable last night 

when near Desplaines and Van Buren streets 
and the gripman was unable to release it.

HOW WOMEN MAY ELECT THE SENATOR, 
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Erratic Proceedure of the Tired Missis- 
sippi Legislature. 

Jackson, Miss., Feb, 5.—After a rest of 
sixty hours the Democratic Senatorial caucus - 
at 7:30 o’clock tonight came up smiling for 
the sixtieth round. Three ballots were taken, 
the last being as follows: McLaurin, 58; 
Taylor, 35; Campbell, 26: and Lowry, 28. 
Between two ballots a resolution was adopted 
declaring that at the end of the sixty-fifth bal- 
lot, if there was no choice, the women who 
attend the caucus should elect the next Sena- 
tor. The adjournment of the caucus 
prevented the decision being left to the 
women. If the resolution is carried out 
the caucus will meet tomorrow night, take one 
ballot, and then allow the women to decide it.

DEBATE ON HAWAII IS CONTINUED. 


Johnson of Indiana ‘Severely Attacks 


Cleveland's Policy of Infamy. ‘' 

Wasnineton, D. C., Feb, 5,.—[Special.|— 
In the House Mr. Morse ( Rep., Mass.) pre- 
sented a memorial from the Massachusetts 
Legislature protesting against the passage of 
certain scheduleg in the Wilson ‘tariff bill as 
destructive and fatal to the industries of 
Massachusetts. The House theti took up the 
consideration of the Hawaiian resolution, and 
Mr. Jobnson (Rep., Ind.) was recognized. 
He said the McCreary resolutions were an ex- 

visite piece of satire, equal’ to anything 
Junius or Swift had ever written, and for 
stinging sarcasm were not surpassed by any 
document extant, unless possibly by Presi- 
dent Dole’s reply to the insolent demand 
of the American Minister for the 
capitulation of the provisional government. 
He arraigned the administration for its acts 
in Hawaii, and declared that if his efforts to 
restore the savage Queen had been successful 
there would have been witnessed for the first 
time the successful impeachment of ‘an Amer- 
ican executive. The recent protests_ that 
menace was never contemplated by Mr. Cleve- 
land came only after his plans had begun to 
fail and the public indignation had risen. 

Mr. Morse (Rep., Mass, ) said: ; 

On the one side in this controversy 1s @ disso- 
lute colored woman: she has none of the glamour 
which attaches to reyalty by birth. Her father 
was a colored barber. On the other side are not 
only white men and women but nearly or quite 
all the virtuous and intelligent white people of 
the islands. And yet, strange to tell, at the com- 
mand of their master, the great Grovor ¢ leve- 
land, his supporters —-the cuckoos ip the House 
and inthe Senate—stanch Southern Democrats, 
the loudest shouters for a white mans govern- 
ment, disregard all their ancient traditions about 
white supremacy and the white mans govern- 
ment. 

Mr. Outhwaite (Dem., 0.)—I object to the 
insolent and insulting language addressed to 
this side of the House. 

Mr. Morse thereupon withdrew the objec- 
tionable words relative to the control of the 
Democrats by their inaster, the President. 

Mr. Patterson (Dem., Tenn.) arraigned the 
precipitancy which had marked the Repub- 
lican treatment ofthe Hawaiian question. 

Mr. Wheeler (Dem., Ala.) upheld the ad-

Boutelle Defends Stevens. 

Mr. Boutelle (Rep., Me.) in. defending the 
action of Minister Stevens said that his great- 
est crime was that he had always at heart the 
interest of the American Gioverninent and the 
American peopie. No one could ever bring‘ 
that charge against the President. | Repub- 
lican applause.| And one might search the 
records in vain to show where the sycophants 
and parasites of a President had ever gone to 
such an extent in upholding a President as 
the Democratic party now presented. He 
ridjéuled the sympathy which was being lav- 
ished on the *‘ God-anointed’’ monarchy and 
asserted that thosé who were wasting their 
sympathy on Lilivekalani on that account 
could hardly have looked caretully into the 
history of the ruling family of Hawaii. He 
showed that the interests of Great Britain in 
the islands were antagonistic to those of the 
United ~ States. Mr. Davies, the English 
guardian of Princess Kaiulani, was naturally 
opposed to Americans getting a coaling sta- 
tion at Pearl River Harbor. * He was a repre- 
sentative of tho Canadian Pacitic railway and 
of other Canadian interests. But the British 
Minister was united to the ruling family by 
closer ties, for his eldest son was the husband 
of the sister of the Princess. He then took up 
the charge of Stevens’ complicity in the revo- 


tution and showed that he could not have an- 


ticipated a revolution on the islands, The 
escutcheon of the United States had been un-| 
tarnished up to March 4, 1893; but then was 
inaugurated a policy #f concealmerit and du- 
plicity which had lowered ‘the respect with 
which foreign nations regarded the United. 
States. Then the President had sent a Mini« 
ter to Sanford B. Dole, President of the 
provisional government, bearing in one 
hand a letter expressive of friendship 
and good-will, and in the other an order of 
assassination. He had no words suitably to 
express reprobation of such a treacherous 
policy of duplicity and deveit, nor to hold it 
up to public obloquy as he would like to do.

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CHANDLER STIRS UP JOHN M, PALMER 
The Senators Engage in a Colloquy Over 
the Federal. Elections Bill. 

Wasuineror, D. C., Feb. 5.—The e House 
bill to repeal the Federal election ‘laws was 
again (at 1 p.m.) taken up In the Senate, 
and Mr. Chandler (Rep., N. H.) addressed 


the Senate in opposition to it. In fhe course 
of his remarks Mr. Chandler engaged in a 
colloquy with Mr, Palmer (Dem., {il. )s who 
said that he favored the repeal of the Federal 
election laws because they had proved to be 
utterly useless for the accomplishment of the 
purpose for which they had been designed, 
‘The Senator from Illinois,’ said Mr. 
Chandier, *‘in his new political associations 
abandons the fifteenth amendment of the 
Constitution and leaves the colored people in 
the Southern States without the ballot with 
which to protect themselves.” 7 

‘So far from abandoning the fifteenth 
amendment,’’’Mr. Palmer rejoined. “I re- 
gard itas one of .the triumphs of moderna 
civilization and republican government.

LIKES NOT OPTIONS. 


SENATOR BERRY SEEMS TO FAVOR 
THE GEORGE MEASURE. 


He Would Like to Have Its Constitution- 
ality Tested Before Action I!s Taken= 
Washburn Likely to Support IteFarmer 
Hatch to Present His Bill Thursday or 
Friday=Strong Opposition to Bank Tax 
Repeal=Peckham’'s Fate Hangs in the 
Balance.

Anti-options bobbed up in the Senate today. 
Berry of Arkansas took occasion to quote an 
interview with Farmer Hatchand to explain 
his own position in order to clear up a mistn- 
derstanding. Farmer Hatch, in his interview, 
had outlined the anti-option bill on a purely 
revenuc basis, which he proposed to bring in 
this session. Its details have already been 
given in Tue Trisuns. Senator Berry ex- 
plained that in the last Congress he opposed 
theHatch bill because of its abuse of the tax- 
ing power. He supported the substitute re- 
ported from the Judiciary committee by Sena- 
tor George, which proposed to utilize the in- 
ter-state commerce powers of the Constitu- 
tion. The Arkansas Senator intimated that 
the bill introduced by Mr. George this session 
ought to go to the Judiciary committee in 
order that its constitutionality might be de- 
termined. 

Other memnbers thought reference to the 
Judiciary committee was unnecessary and 
favored referring the bill to the Committee of 
Agriculture, of which Mr. George is Chair- 
man~ As the Mississippi Senator was not 
present no action was taken with regard to the 
reference of his bill until he could be heard 
from. During the discussion Mr. Berry de- 
clared that a revenue measure framed on the 
lines indicated by Mr. Hatch would do away 
with the objection to the miguse of the taxing 
power in the old Hatch bill and might gain 
his support. } 

Mr. Washburn came to the front, seeming- 
ly thinking gome: explanation was due to the 
silence he has heretofore maintained. He ex- 
plained that he had taken no steps in this 
Congress to secure anti-option legislation, be- 
cause such legisiation should be on a revenue 
basis and therefore should originate in the 
But he clearly expected to bring the 
subject to the attention of the Senate just as 
s00n as the House passed on a measure of 
that kind, and he was quite confident that 
solrething would come over during the pres- 
ent session.

in the scales of the Judiciary committee. The 
committee considered the nomination this 
morning. and being unable to get through 
arranged to hold a special meeting tomorrow 
morning.

Evidences of the missionary work the ad- 
ministration is doing were shown in the Mis- 
souri nominations sent tothe Senate today. 
Walker, who is named for District-Attorney, 
is a brother-in-law of Senator Cockrell, while 
Joe Shelby. who is nominated for Marshal, 
is Vest’s old Confederate associate. Vest 
said that was the one appointment he wanted, 
It is assumed that both Missouri Senators, 
having got what they wanted. will now sup- 
port Peckham. Ex-Gov. Francis, who has 
been advertising himself as a peacemaker, 
claims to have made the arrangement, but 
Vest repudiates this in an interview saying he 
does not employ a broker td secure patronage 
for him and that-he does not visit the White 
House. Cockrell did go to the White House 
on the President's invitation and gave testi- 
mony as to Brother-in-Law Walker's fitness 
for District-Attorney, but it is alieged he 
flatly told the President he would not support 
Peckham. Yet the belief is thatthe Presi- 
dent will land at least one of the Missouri

WARNER’S ELASTIC CURRENCY BILL, 


Scheme to Permit State Banks to Issue Cir- 
culating Notes, 

Wasuineton, D. C., Feb, 5.—-Mr. Warner of 
New York introduced in the House today a 
bill entitled ‘*‘ An act to provide for a sufe and 
elastic currency.’ Of this bill Mr. Warjter 
said: ‘** The bill differs mainly from that kec- 
ommended by the’ subcommittee on Bank(ng 
and Currency, in that the plan is more simple 
and less a concession to abstract State rights. 
The importance of promptly securing a safe 
and elastic currency will be appreciated when 
it is noted that the four thousand: national 
banks now scattered throughout the United 
Stutes* are the only institutions 
which are prepared by experience to handie 
bank-note circulation, and that -in many of 
the States, such as Texas, Missouri, Illinois, 
ete., there is no State institution qualified to 
issue note currency, even though Federal re- 
strictions are removed, To one who is wmain- 
ly anxious to keep himself in accord with the 
Democratie platform a mere repeal of the 
tax upon State note issues may seem suf- 
ficient; to one who believes not merely in the 
letter but the spirit of the Chicago platform, 
and wishes a safe and elastic currency freed 
frou: Federal: dependence and contro!, the 
present national . banking syst2m presents 
itself as one which under present conditions 
itis essential to utilize and against which 
under any conditions we should not dis- 
criminate. The bill introduced by me may 
thus be summarized: 

_**(L) It repeals the 10 per cent tax only as to 
State banks which comply with the provisions of 
this.act; (2) it permits the use of notes by State 
banks and also by national, banking associations 
on these terms: (A) The notes are to be printed 
in blank and note issues registered hy the Con- 
troller of the Currency. (B) Such notes shall 
not be furnished to any institution until the Con- 
troller shall be satisfied (1) that if pot a national 
bank the laws of its State give holders of its cir- 
culating notes a first lien upon its-assets and 
makes them a liability against shareholders, as 
now is the case of national banks; (2) that 
it has adequately ‘provided for redemption 
of its notes, either at the capital city of its State 


}] Oratsome other city provided for<by the Con- 


troller.. (8) That its paid-up and unimpaired 
capital is at least $50,000, and that the aggre- 
gate amount of its outstanding notes, including 
national bank notes, is kept less in amount than 
75 per cent of the paid“up and unimpaired capi- 
tal. (4) That itis not in default in‘ compliance 
with any provisions of this act. (C) All banks 
other than national banks thus permitted to use 
notes are to be subjected to the same requirements 
as to report and mspection as are. rational 
banks at present. (D.) Assessment of not to ex- 
ceed one-half of one percent per annum on cir- 
culation; (1) to make and keep good a guar- 
antee fund for ultimate redemption, amounting 
to 3 percent of outstanding circulation; (2) to 
pay general and special expenses—-this half per 
cent assessment not to be required except so long 
as and whenever necessary for these purposes. 

“Of course. there are numerous details, 
such as those which provide for redemption 
of mutilated currency, for special redemp- 
tion of notes of banks which shall have re- 
tired circulation, against hypothecation of 
notes, extending laws against counterfeiting 
to cover cases arising under this act,’ ete. 


RICHARDS ARRIVES IN WASHINGTON,

SPRINGFIELD, lil., Feb. 5.—'Special. ]—The 
State Board of Charities has issued a circular 
letter detailmg at length the provisions 
of the law regarding the visitation of the 
county almhouses, jails, and other places for 
the care of the insane in this State and the 
plans adopted by the board to provide for 
carrying out the requirements of the law. 
This letter wiil be sent to the auxiliary 
boards of visitors in each county in the State, 
to be appointed in about a week, and con- 
tains a list of fifteen inquiries suggesting 
matters that'should be investigated by these 
visitors and reported upon to the State Board.

‘ OVER NORTHERN. PAOIFIO. 


The Faction Opposed to the Receivers Asks 
the Court at Milwaukee to Appoint 
Two Masters to Take Testimony, but 
This Is Objected To by the Counsel for 
the Other Side and Judge Jenkins Is 
Unable to Decide the Matter at Once= 
Decrease in East-Bound Shipments. 

MiILwavuKEE, Wis., Feb. 5.—[Special.]—The 
big.legal battle for the possession of the 
Northern Pacific railroad opened today with 
a skirmish which was unexpected by the re- 
ceivers. As soon as the case was called in the 
United States court the so-called Ives fac- 
tion through Attorney Pettit of Philadelphia 
asked for the appointment of two Masters, 
one at Chicago and one at New York, to take 
testimony in the case. This was opposed by 
the contending factions. After listening all 
day to arguments Judge Jenkins said he was 
not sufficiently informed from the 
arguments to decide the necessity 
for the reference. He direeted Attorney 
Pettit to prepare a statement of questions of 
fact to be presented to the court tomorrow, 
when the matter will comme up for argument. 
If it isdenied the arguments will begin im- 
mediately on the petition for the removal of 
the receivers. The arguments will, it is ex- 
pected, occupy several days. 

Such an array of legal talent as was present 
when the case was called toduy was never be- 
fore gathered in the United States court in 
this city. Besides the small army of attor- 
neys there were present Receivers Oakes, 
Rouse; and Payne. Brayton: Ives was not 
present and he is not expected to be here. 

Col. Petit of Philadelphia, the counsel for 
the Ives faction, opened the battle by stating 
that he had filed a replication to the answers 
of the receivers which were filed Saturday 
and asking for an order of reference on the 
petition to special examiners to take testi- 
MOny. » He desired to have two special exain- 
iners appointed, one in Chicago and one in 
New York, for the reason that the witnesses 
whom it would be necessary to examine were 
outside of the jurisdiction of the court and 
could net be brought here, so that it would be 
much more expeditious to make the examina- 
tions in Chicago and New York instead of in 
Milwaukee. The matter should be disposed 
of without delay, he said, and that was his 
sole reason for making the suggestion. He 
presented a blank order for reference and the 
uppo.intment of ‘the examiners. 

Col. Petit’s move was not to the likingof the 
opposition, whose desire it is to expedite mat- 
ters as much as possible, while the motion for 
the order was clearly a move for additional 
time. 

Against the Motion. 

Col. Spooner, representing Receiver Payne, 
made a vigorous argument against the mo- 
tion. They had not anticipated such action, 
he said, and it was clearly against the practice 
in such cases. He desired to impress upon 
the court the fact thatthe petition -and an- 
swers were nota bill, and answers in equity 
entitling the moving party to prolong the pro- 
ceedings indefinitely, as the opposition sought 
to make it by filing the formal replication. 
Such practice would be dangerous, he said, 
and he did not believe the court would allow 
it to prevail. 

The other side had made grave charges 
against the receivers, and it should not be al- 
lowed to delay a speedy hearing, which would 
clear the receivers from those charges. Such 
a hearing was in the interest of the trust es- 
tate. He thought that when the court came 
to examine the petition for the removal of the 
receivers it would be found. that there 
was not a_ specific charge which could 
be sustained against Mr. Oakes or the 
other receivers, and the opposition could not 
place them on trial before a master. If the 
court desired the reference and trial he would 
withdraw his opposition to the motion, but it 
was for the court and not the moving party to 
place them on trial. ‘The petition, he said, 
contained charges sufficiently specific for a 
newspaper trial, and that was the only trial 
Mr. Oakes and the receivers had had, but 
they were not sufficiently specific for a court 
of equity. 

Since the filing of the petition, Col. Spooner 
said, Mr. Oakes had been. pursued with a vin- 
dictiveness that would disgrace a Comanche. 
The receivers had been paraded by the peti- 
tion which had been sent over the country in 
advance as knayes who would not do their 
duty or as blind and stupid tools of some one 
else, and they wanted a hearing and an oppor- 
tunity to prove the charges false and scand- 
alous, 

But there was a matter of far greater im- 
portance than any purely personal matter, 
and that was the interest of the trust estate. 
It was clearly in the interest of that estate to 
have the attempted impeachment of the re- 
ceiver settled at once. He was prepared to 
state that the inspiration for the petition did 
not come from the trust estate, and in proof 
of the statement he said that from the Very 
beginning proposition after proposition had 
come from the petitioners for the settlement 
of the receivership. The first was that the 
receivership should be enlarged and that Mr. 
Ives should be allowed to sit with “these in- 
competents, these rascals.’? The next was 
that Mr. Payne and Mr. Rouse should resign, 
so that Mr. Ives could sit with Mr. Oakes, the 
man against whom he had made such grave 
charges.

The Alton people say the 
decision is unjust and not warranted by the 
fact, anditis quite probable that they will 
not pay the fine. The refusal of the Alton to 
pay is likely to lead toa dissolution of the 
association. 


Meet Union Pacific Action. 

The basis of commissions on California busi- 
ness having been advanced by the Union Pacific, 
Chairman Caldwell, at the request of several of 
the Western “Passenger Association lines, granted 
authority to.all trans-Missouri lines to pay west 
of the Missouri River on both east and west- 
bound business, ticketed on and after Feb. 1, the

both ways, $5.

LAW IN KANSAS. 


Supt. Snyder Revokes the License of the 
Home Fire of New York<State Agent 


Welch Says He Will Continue Business 


Just the Same=Chicago Manager’s Ex- 
perience with a German Firm and a 
Midway Plaisance Risk—Big Fire at 
Savannah, Ga.—Insurance Notes, : 


Toprxa, Kas., Feb. 5.—S. H. Snider today 
issued an order revoking the license of the 
Home Fire Insurance company of New York 
to do business in Kansas. Mr. Snider de. 
clined to make any explanation, saying it 
would be unfair at this time to do so and that 
he had no wish to do the company any more 
harm than was absolutely “necessary. It was 
intimated that the revocation of the license 
would be the means of bringing out some sen- 
sationa! factsin connection with the com- 
pany’s operations in Kansas, 

Orrin T. Welch, State agent of the company, 
will assign no reason for the revocation of the 
license. 

It is understood, however, that- this is the 
first move on the part of the Superintendent 
of Insurance to enforce the collection of the 
reciprocal.insurance tax, which, it is claimed, 
is due Kansas from about twenty New York 
insurance companies. According to the Su- 
perintendent of Insurance all New York com- 
panies doing business in the State are in de- 
fault for twenty-three years, or since the 
enactment of the reciprocal tax law 
in 1871, and that. there is now 
due from them about $200,000. [he 


claim against the Ho me company is believed 


to be $15,000, less $4,000 which was paid 
between 1881 and 1885. Mr. Welch claims 
this is. all that is due for the reason that the 
New York law taxing foreign insurance com- 
panies was only in force during these years 
and consequently that the Kansas reciprocal 
tax did not operate against New York compa- 
niesatany other time. Recently Supt. Sni- 
der called on ail New York companies to 
make a statement of their business done in 
Kansas since 1871. All complied except the 
Home, and it is believed its license was re- 
voked because of its failure to make this 
statement. The Home Insurance company, 
which did a business of $16,000,000 in Kan- 
sas last year, has about 200 agents in the 
State and last year received in premiums 
$154,655 and paid losses amounting to about 
$72,000. 

General,Agent Welch had an exciting inter- 
view with Supt. Snider today and told him 
bluntly he would continue to do business re- 

ardiess of his order. Snider, it is said, in- 
ormed him that if he did he would send him 
tothe penitentiary. Insurance men expect 
the licenses of all the New York companies 
will be revoked unless the tax is speedily. paid. 


WANTED THE PREMIUM PAID BACK. 


A German Firm” That Tried Both to Eat 
and Keep It’s Cake. 

The Chicago manager of a prominent in- 
surance company reports an amusing expe- 
rience with a World’s Fair policy-holder. 
Early in the Fair term he issued a policy toa 
firm in Frankfort-on-the-Main, Germany, on 
a stock of goods on the plaisance,.with the 
understanding that no goods would be at risk 
until a number of months had elapsed, so the 
rate would be good. Along in the summer, 
when the plaisance had been built up with 
frame booths and the risk was extra hazard- 
ous, the manager of the insurance company 
began to get nervous. He wrote to the Ger- 
man firm and to its representatives here ask- 
ing to have his policies canceled and re- 
turned. Noattention whatever was paid to 
his repeated demands for return of policies. 
He finally decided to give it up asa bad job 
and to wait until the policy expired. Abouta 
month after the expiration of the policy he 
received a letter from the German firm po- 
litely requesting that the return premium fig- 
ured from the date of the first attempt at 
cancellation to the date of expiration be re- 
mitted. The manager characterized the op- 
eration as an attempt on the part of the 
policy-holder to have his cake and eat it. 


Statement of tna Life. 


The forty-fourth annual statemeut of the Ztna 


Life Insurance company appears in another col- 
umn and shows that in every branch of the busi- 
ness a substantial gain has been made. Its assets 
now reach $40,267,952, and its surplus has been 
increased to $6,326,922. During the year 1893 
over $23,000,000 life insurance and over $26,- 
000,000 accident insurance were written.

He tola 
me his business was as large as normal for 
this season, but it had this peculiarity, that 
where a‘year ago he would have had orders for 
several thousand ata time his orders ara now 
for fonly one or two hundred, though there 
are enodugh of these small orders to bring the ag- 
gregate up to a satisfactory total.” 

The meeting of the stockholders of the Inter- 
national Packi and Provision company wa3 
held in London Jan. 17. The meeting was a 
rather lively one. Some extracts from the re- 
port.in the London papers are given below.

later today a sharp downward reaction, which 
represented doubtless the realizing sales of the 
far shrewder traders who bought last week, 
when every second-rate speculator was selling. 
Together with lead and distilling certificates, 
which rose for similar reasons, this movement 
practically made up today’s market. ‘ 
In the railway stocks business. was practically 
dead, the slight spurt in Reading stock and the 
temporary weakness in one or two other quarters 
being of no general consequence, and the close 
being pretty uniformly firm. Sugar was moved 
upearly by brokers from an outside pool. Then 
houses believed to havé been dealing heavily for 
account of Washington speculators were heavy 
buyers, and local ar operators also covered. 
The advance inthe price of refined of 1-16c per 
pound was announced just before the stock re- 
acted sharply in the afternoon. The pool 
brokers were the principal sellers on the decline.

-In the next class he 
counted six men like Senator”Finn who are 
ready to support a mulet law that imposes ad- 
ditional penalties, but does not make the pay- 
ment of the mulct taxa bar to proceedings 
under the prohibitory law. This leaves five 
Republican Senators to be classed in the 
doubtful list. _ As it requires twenty-six votes 
to pas’ a measurein the Senate it appears 
that three votes are lacking to secure the pas- 
sage of the Harsh bill or of some measure 
like it. On.the other hand there are two 
Dernocratic Senators who have assured ‘ the 
Republicans that they will not be bound for 
any length of time to their caucus measure, 
but if'a reasonable measure is brought up by 
the Republicans which has a chance of pass- 
ing they will vote for it.

It provitles that in 
such proceedings before a debtor can be com- 
pelled to attend before a Judge, court, or 
referee outside the county of his residence, 
mileage and witness fees must be tendered 
him. The -Senate bill to prevent deception in 
use of imitation butter and checse was dis- 
cussed at some length and was still pending 
at adjournment.

DEMOCRATS BEATEN IN ALBANY, 
County Judge Clute Dissolves His Inde- 
fensible Injunction. 

Aunany, N. Y., Feb. 5.—[Specia].]—The 
Democratic minority of the Senate made a 
final gasp this evening and then allowed 
Lieut.-Gov. Sheehan to acknowledge their de- 
feat and the absurdity of his action in trying 
to thwart the will of the majority. Tle Re- 
publicans were angry over the interference of 
County Judge. Jacob H. Clute in enjoining 
Clerk Kenyon from calling the roll of the 
Senate and came back/to Albany today 
fully resolved upon punishing the Judge 
for his extraordinary action—an _ action 
which has not the shadow of right 
under the State Constitution. It was 
resolved by the Republican leaders 
Clute in 
contempt unless his 
was dissolved and the Democratic Lieutenant- 
Governor receded from the position he took 
Thursday. 

A conference of Democrats was held early 
in the day andit was decided that the only 
way to save Judge Clute, who had been led 
into the action taken by ex-Judge Maynard, 
was to have him vacate his own order of in- 
junction. This he did inthe afternoon sev- 
eral hours before the session of the Senate. 

When he rapped the Senate to order Mr. 
Sheehan looked anything but pleased. The 
spaces set apart for spectators and the lobbies 
were crowded. The people were inclined to 
be noisy, and Mr. Sheehan threatened to 
have the galleries and lobbies cleared unléss 
quiet was maintained. When prayer had 
been.offered Mr. Sheehan read a statement of 
2,000 words in| which hé quoted freely from 
the Constitution and parliamentary authori- 
ties in support of his action. The statement 
was simply a rehash of his sayings to the Sen- 
ate Thursday and Friday. He concluded by 
declaring that the action of the Senate was 
not regular, and that Mr. McCarthy was still 
a Senator. 

_ Saxton Scares Sheehan, 


When  Lieut.-Gov.*Sheehan had finished 
Senator Saxton (Rep.) made a twenty minute 
reply, saying at the start that the Lieutenant- 
Governor had made a statement by courtesy 
of the Senate. Whether he has abused that 
courtesy in anything he has said will have to 
be decided by the people of the State, To 
him the whole thing seemed a piece of special 
pleading. to enable the presiding officer to 
maintam an indefensible position. The 
presiding officer was the only one who 
violated the rules. Mr. Saxton then went 
over the action in the unseating of: Mr. Mc- 
Carty (Dem.) and the seating of Mr. Wolfert 
(Rep.)s Mr. Saxton quoted from parlia:

Fora time excitement ran high yesterday 
afternoon at the twenty-sixth biennial con- 
vention of the Distriet Grand.

Acting Director-General Peabody Discusses 
the Recent Order. 

»The order issued by the World’s Fair offi- 
cials regarding the removal of all exhibits 
from exhibit buildings by Feb. 15, failure in 
which will result in the Exposition doing the 
work for the exhibiters, hgs been sent to every 
exhibiter who could be reached. This marks 
the beginning of the end. When the last day 
of grace has passed the Exposition people will 
put employés to work loading the remaining 
exhibits’on trucks and hauling the stuff to 
some warehouse. Foreign exhibits will go 
into the bonded warehouses in the south end 
of the grounds while the domestic goods will 
be removed to the down-town warehouses and 
left for the owners to call for them. The 
charges for cartage and hauling will be de- 
manded of exhibiters before they will be al- 
lowed to have possession of their goods. 

‘The amount of exhibits in the various 
buildings is small,” said Dr. Selim H. Pea- 
body, who represents Director-General Davis 
during the latter’sabsence in Florida. “ Jan. 
1 was the date set originally for the removal 
of goods and, under this order, they get an 
additional forty-six days. There can be no 
just complaint regarding the order.

As the Wilson bill has to become a law, the 
manufacturers would rather see it a law to- 
morrow, so that they may begin doing busi- 
ness under it, at once, instead of remaining 
utterly idle as now. At present most of them 
have closed their factories out of uncertainty. 


‘Nothing is worse for a mill than to shut 


down. It is better to keep running even at a 
slight loss than to close up and let muchinery 
and buildings go to rack and ruin. 

The manufacturers are not begging for the 
passage of thelaw by any means, but they 
know that they can get along under it in some 
way. They know that all they will need will 
be cheaper labor and they are perfectly sure 
they will get it. The reductiofis which are 
being made every day are sufficient to satisfy 
the mind of any one on that point. 

There are thousands of workingmen« who 
have been told by their employers that they 
must work for lower wages if the Wilson bjll 
passes. The workmen admit that this may 
be the case, but they say that they will. make 
no concessions until the bill has passed and 
they can see what the state of things is then. 
As these men willall have to come down in 
their pay, sooner or later, it is better to pass 
the bill at once and have the agony over. 

Employers and employés are thus interested 
in the earliest possible passage of a bill which 
doesnot in itself meet with their favor, for 
the employés do not think as much of free 
trade as in 1892. Nobody can be interested 
in delaying action except those who are 
anxibus to make speeches. Men on one side 
want to make speeches to show the badness 
of the bill and men on the other side want to 
make speeches to open the eyes of the people 
to its goodness. This was all right for a 
measure like the Mills bill, which it. was 
known could not pass. But the Wilson bill 
will pass and will be judged according to its 
works. The workingman who finds his wages 
lowered will not go to the debates on the 
Wilson bill for information. They can tell 
him nothing he wants to know. 

If this pending bill or some measure more 
closely in harmony with the Democratic plat- 
form had been passed last spring, as was sug- 
gested, the trouble would have been over by 
this time. Wages paid would have been lower, 
but mills and factories would have been all 
running now. The sooner the Wilson bill is 
passed the sooner will manufacturing revive, 
and itis for the interest of mill owner and 
workman that that revival be not delayed un- 
necessarily by mere speeches which accom- 
plish nothing. 


BLAND AND SILVER SEIGNIORAGE. 

It is reported that Representative Bland of 
Missouri is about to call up the silver seign- 
iorage bill, previously reported by him from 
the Committee on Coinage, Weights, and 
Measures. He is fierce for the coinage of 
the 55 millions of silver at about double its 
real value, and clains it will be voted*for by 
more than thirty Republican members be- 
sides two-thirds if not three-fourths of the 
Democrats in the House. Furthermore he 
expresses himself as sanguine that the meas- 
ure ‘‘ will pass without serious opposition or 
delay,’’ as the subject has been thoroughly dis- 
cussed andevery one is as familiar with it as 
he can hope to be. 

Surely Bland is laboring under a great mis- 
cake in supposing that the bill will go through 
almost without debate, or at all. 
of honest money carnot remain silent, and 
they ought to speak up in sufficient numbers 
not only to prove the utter folly and grave 
danger of the proposed action, but to demon- 
strate to the silver monometallists that the 
latter are iu a minority.. They know well that 
faith in the ability of the government yo re- 
deem its obligations to maintain all the cur- 
rency at gold par was badly shaken last year; 
that the temporary idss of confidence was the 
direct cause of the money panic which. pre- 
ceded the industrial paralysis; and that theré 
is every reason to believe the country would 
now be in a far worse state of financial col- 
lapse had not the repeal of the purchasing 
clause in the Sherman act led the business 
world at home and abroad to believe that the 
silver fanatics are not strong enough to carry 
/ the day. It must amount to little short of 
sheer insanity or pure diabolism in Bland if 
he cannot see this for himself, and it is hard 
to think that enough members of Congress 
are tinctured in one or both of these direc- 
tions to carry ‘his bill through. 

The coinage ** value”’ of the silver in the Na- 
tional Treasury is about 182 millions, but its 
bullion or real value is only a trifle over 97 
million dollars. To coin that silver as if it 
were worth $1.294¢ per ounce would be to in- 
crease by 85 millions the load of obligation 
carried by the government at a time when the 
burden already is close to the limit of safety. 
Hence the pressure to pass the Bland bill will 
be the result of a deljberate resolve to work 
for the end aimed at by the silver mono- 
metallistse—namely: the acknowledged break- 
ing down of the ability to maintain the cur- 
rency at present gold par. The aim is to 
force an abandonment of the standard of cur- 
rency values which has been in exclusive use 
fors©0 many years and substitute for it the 
silver standard, the unit of values in which 
would be little more than half that of the 
gold standard. 

The silver men make the fraudulent claim 
that all the silver certificates now in circula- 
tion are fully protected by silver dollars in

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THE EXECUTION OF VAILLANT. 

Vaillant, the Parisian Anarchist, who re- 
cently threw the bomb in the Chamber of 
Deputies, seriously injuring fifty members, 
expiated his crime at the guillotine early yes- 
terday morting. The wretch died proclaim- 
ing his hostility to society and uttering eulo- 
The record of his life 
and his self-confession at its close sufficiently 
demonstrate that he was not only a worthless 
vagabond but a moral monster, whose death 
will be a benefit to soviety at large. His 
career has been .sv revolting that not even 
those of his own kind, unless they are in ail 
respects like him, ¢an surround his taking off 
with any halo of héroism or with any luster 
that can help their infamous cause. 

There is not a feature of his life that can be 
contemplated with satisfaction or that offers 
ground for sympathy. President Carnot was 
justified in refusing the appeals for clemency 
which were made to hint, He was of illegiti- 
mate birth. In his youth he led a roving and 
wayward life. At one time he was in Buenos 
Ayres, whence he drifted to this country. 
Here he married. He took his wife and chil- 
dren back to Paris in 1887 and deserted them 
because he was too lazy to work fora living 
and his wife was too feeble to work for his 
support. He went to live with a mistress 
named Marschal, whom he induced to leave 


cher husband. After compelling her to sell her 


furniture and other personal property, on the 
proceeds of which he lived for a time, he 
forced her to go to work and lived off her 
wages.| At this period of his career he was 
a Socialist, and believing that all property 
should be held in common he became a thief. 
Five times he was convicted of thievery and 
other petty offenses, At last he became a 
common vagabond and drifted into anarchy. 
He soon became a preacher of the anarchistic 
propaganda and identified himself with the 
group known as ‘‘ Les Solitaires,’’ who believe 
in dynamite as the only remedy for alleged 
social evils, and act without accomplices, It 
was in this capacity he threw the bomb in the 
Chamber of Deputies, for which. crime his 
worthless life has been forfeited. 

The record of Vaillant’s life. does not 
differ materially from that of every other pro- 
fessional bomb-thrower. He declared him- 
self not the reformer but the enemy of society. 
He publicly expressed his hostility to law, or- 
der, education, religion, and all social institu- 
tions, and his views upon morality were suffi- 
ciently illustrated by the entire absence of 


_that quality in his composition. He was by 


nature a lazy vagabond and a common thief. 
His life was not only absolutely worthless but 
it was a menace to society. In all these re- 
spects his career was on the same plane as 
that of other professional Anarchists, espe- 
cially those of the bomb-throwing class. 
There are two classes of Anurchists. One is 
in favor of throwing bombs but lacks the 
courage and incites others to doit. The other 
has the courage to throw them and take the 
consequences. Both are dangerous enemies 
of society, and in remoying them society. only 
protects itseif as it sould against a wild beast 
roaming at large. In Vaillant’s case there 
were no wrongs to labor which he could log- 
ically plead as the cause of his devilishness. 
He was nota laborer. He was sunk so low as 
to force women to work for him that he 
might indulge his lazy disposition. There 
was nothing in his worthless character out of 
which anarchy can makea hero. The sooner 
all others of his kind meet the same fate the 
better it will be for society. Vaillint was 
ready to murder innocent people for: the good 
of anerchy at any time. His friends have no 
reason to complain when socicty kills him 
for its own good and to protect innocent peo-

BUYING WITH SILVER IN INDIA. 

The advocates, of free silver coinage for the 
United States, on the false theory that 37114 
grains of silver are equal in value to 23.22 
grains of gold, persistently have pointed to 
India for alleged proof that silver has not de- 
clined in actual purchasing power while it has 
fallen in the commercial quotations. They 
never have wearied in preaching this as if it 
were an undeniable truth and incapable of be- 
ing disputed by one familiar with the facts, But 
they are entirely in the wrong, the truth of 
this statement being proven by the latest. of- 
ficial annual record of * Prices and Wages ”’ 
in India. Some of the most salient facts 
brought out in the report may be stated as fol- 
lows: 

Seven leading food grains, fourof which are 
unknown in this country, are taken as worth 
100 each in 1873. As measured in silver the 
aggregated prices of equal quantities rose to 
1,046 for 1892. Taking account of wheat, 
barley, and rice only, the prices of which are 
affected by quotations in Europe and the 
United States, the aggregate of prices fluctu- 
ated froin 300 in 1873 to 375.forthe average 
of the five years ending with 1880, feil back 
to 300 for the average of the next five years, 
advanced to 863 for the five ending with 
1890, rose to 413 for 1891 4nd to 450-for 
1892, In that year, as compared with 1873, 
barley had advanced one-third, wheat. one- 
half, and rice three-quarters, as measured in 
silver rupees. Furthermore, the statistical 
facts completely disprove the claim that prices 
as measured in silver remain com- 
paratively steady, by which it has been tried 
to show that considerable changes in price 
are due to fluctuations in the selling vélue of 
gold. The tavles show that the silver prices 
of the Indian products reported fluctuated 
violently. For instance, wheat advanced 
from a relative 100 to 125, fell off to 96, and 
rose to 150. During the earlier years ‘in the 
series the wages of the average able-bodied 
agricultural laborer advanced slightly while 
the prices of the cereals were receding. Since 
then, while grain was rising 50 percent, the 
wages of agricultural labor have risen much 
less than 20 per cent, and those of handi- 
craftsmen nearly 20 per cent. The differ- 
ence between the two may be supposed to be 


due to the fact that information is more slow- 


ly disseminated in the rural districts than in 
the cities.

average vaiue of thesilver in the American 
dollar was 67'¢ cents for that year, it will be 
evident that the price of wheat in India has 
varied almost precisely in inverse proportion 
to thatof silver. In other words, the gold 
price of «a bushel of wheat was exactly the 
same for 1873 as for 1892, while it took 
three silver rupees in 1892 to buy as many 
kernels of wheator grains of gold as could 
have been purchased with two silver rupees in 
1873. Thus for wheat, the most important 
article of cxport from. India that comes into 
competition with like product from the 
United States, the selling value at home 
has varied inversely with the value 
of the silver rupee in terms of gold, 
and whatever cheapening may have oc- 
curred to the British consumer, who pays 
gold prices for all that he buys, must have 
been due to lessened costs of transportation 
and handling. -The latter element of cost 
could not be changed by any alteration in the 
Jaws affecting the monkey of the country, and 
therefore it is idle to talk of the fall in silver 
as having stimulated exports from India to 
the detriment of American producers, But 
the showing isa poor one for the average 
toiler in India. He has to pay as mueh on 
the gold basis for his food as he did: twenty 
years ago, while on the same basis he re- 
ceives less compensation for his daily toil. It 
mnight be worth the while of the workingmen 
in this country, who are howling for free sil- 
ver coinage, to consider these facts, 
they might see the wisdom ofthe declaration 
in the latest Democratic national platform 
that they would be among the firat and most 
defenseless victims of unstable money and a 
fluctuating currency.

AT LAST=—SOME HOPE. 

At length there is a chance that. the steam 
railroad companies will be compelled to pay 
the city nearly $2,000,000 which they owe 
on account of viaduct damages. The Corpor- 
ation Counsel already has finished a brief in 
one of the cases growing out of the Tuley con- 
tract clause of the ordinances affecting rail- 
roads passed since 1873. This clause pro- 
vides that the railroads shall construct via- 
ducts over certain streets as directed by the 
Council. The intention of this clause was 
that the companies shall bear the entire ex- 
pense of the viaducts, and that is set forth 
specifically in most instances. There can 
therefore be no doubt as to the liability of the 


railroads for the property damages growing 


out of the construction of the viaducts. 

In the cases of those roads which obtained 
ordinances before 1873 there is no written 
contract obliging them to build the viaducts 
or bear the expenses of building them. Mr. 
Rubens, however, contends that under the 
common law the companies can be made to 
pay and he is preparing a test case covering 
which will be presented 
His contention is that the rail- 
roads having destroyed a safe crossing by 
their operations they are obliged under the 
common law to bear the expenses of provid- 
ing for as safea crossing as possible. This 
contention is based on decisions in Minnesota, 
Connecticut, New Jersey, and other States. A 
recent decision of the Supreme Court. of Ken- 
tucky also sustains this view ina rather sig- 
nificant way. A railroad company ran its 
tracks along u portion of a county road, thus 
rendering it unsafe for travel. The county 
authorities changed the line of the road for 
halfa mile or thereabouts. The cost was 
$10,000. The Supreme Court of- the State 
held the railroad company responsible for the 
entire amount, 

These cases should be pushed. They have 
been pending for five years because it has 
been found impossibie hitherto to get the 
city’s attorneys to push them‘in the courts. 
Asa consequence judgments for $971,000 
have been entered up against the city. Other 
suits are pending and the total liabilities will 
aggregate $2,000,000. The railroad com- 
panies are responsible for every dollar of this 
large amount. Ithas been one of the scan- 
dals of three successive municipal govern- 
ments that these suits have not been brought 
to trial. 


Mr. M. E. Inaatrs, President of the ‘‘ Big 
Four’’ railway system and a prominent 
Democrat, made a speech some weeks ago at 
Columbus, O., which ought to be read and 
well weighed by every Democrat in the United 
States. Itis reproduced in another column, 
Mr. Ingails said the “tariff resolution ”’ in the 
Chicago platform of 1892 was passed when 
business was good and the country prosper- 
ous. Now wearein the midst of evil times; 
and **no such calamity has ever before be- 
fallen this community in its history.’’ The 
revenue will be deficient by some 125 million 
dollars at the end of the current fiscal year 
unless it can be made up, and to do this the 
Democrats propose to go back and enact the 
war taxes of the past *“‘in order that they may 
make a tariff framed according to the theories 
of a few men familiar only with books, reduce 
the duties on certain articles which do not de- 
mand it, and make certain articles free which 
are not called for.” Mr, Ingalls told his fel- 
low-Democrats they should cover their heads 
inshame that the administration should not 
have shown more ability and resolution to 
cope with the difficulty presented. He char- 
acterized the Wilson bill as ‘only another 
edition of the McKinley bill, dressed up in 
Democratic vlothes to give it respectability.”

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Tae Mayor has requested the Corporation 
Counsel to look up the law with a view to as- 
certaining whether the street car compa- 
nics cannet be made to pay a larger sum 
in the way of car license into the City Treas- 
ury than they have been paying in the past. 
Under the juggled provision of the ordinance 
of 1883, fixing the license fee at $50 per car, 
a liconse-paying car is curiously defined. It 
is set forth as “thirteen round trips.”’ The 
number of cars to pay licenses is ascertained 
in this way: The number of round trips 
made for the companies during a year is 
divided by 365. The quotient is in turn di- 
vided by thirteen, and the last quotient is 
taken as the number of cars. Of course no 
car now makes thirteen trips per day. . Per- 
haps at some time in the remote past, when 
the cars did not ryn farther south than Thirty- 
ninth street, farther north than Fullerton ave- 
nue, or farther west than Western avenue it 
was possible to make thirteen round trips. in 
a day, but that is past. The system of calcu- 
lation is maintained, however, to minimize 
the license fees. The city obtains only a beg- 
garly amount under this system. Thus for 
last year the receipts were as follows:

‘eral weeks’ work, and those of them who re- 


turned find they have gained nothing they 
could not have had by staying at their tasks, 
while the large numbers for whom there are 
no places are in a pitiable plight indeed. Nor 
will they obtain. much sympathy or assistance 
from other tgilers, while the help which the 
town could \hayé afforded under ordinary 
circumstances appears to have been dis- 
counted by the workers voting for an appro- 


priation of $50,000, which doubtless has 
been expended by this time. 


In an article in the North American Review 
for January Congressman Wilson said of the 
income tax: 


Its administration is naturally accompanied by 
some exasperating and some demoralizing inci- 
dents. Our people here have so long and so 
generally been free from any public scrutiny into 
their personal incomes and even from any per- 
sonal contact with Federal tax collectors that 
they resent the approach of either. Moreover, 
like the ,personal property tax, which is so uni- 
versally évaded, a personal income tax would 
easily lend itself to fraud, concealment, and ver- 
jury and prove, as Mr. Hill said, a tax upon 
conscience.

MUSIC AND DRAMA. 


Take it all in all, and one cannot better de- 
scribe it than as the * De Profundis” chanted to 
accompaniment of the stereopticon. Nearly 
three centuries ago at the Globe Theater or at 
the Bankside in London there was a company of 
players that was well equipped in certain re- 
spects, but had no scenery. Ithad a dramatist 
named William Shakspeare and an actor named 
Richard Burbage; but for scenery it hung out 
placards reading, ‘‘ This Is the Forest of Arden ;” 
“This Is the. Court of Orsino,” ete. 

‘The throne of Denmark was a chair; 
Three broadswords eked a battle out.’’ 
And so on, according to Austin Dobson; but the 
men who looked at those bare scenes saw Agin- 
court, saw Elsinore—saw all things beautiful and 
wonderful that could be summoned up by the art 
of the poet and the art of the actor. Last night 
at the Scenitorium a fairly large number of 
Chicago playgoers saw the absolute reverse of 
this picture. They saw no actors, they heard no 
poet; but they were gorged with scenery 
and nothing but scenery. The eye was 
feasted and the imagination was starved. 
A series of pictures was presented under novel 
conditions of mechanical but not of artistic sig- 
nificance, and these were made subservient to a 
lengthy, tedious lecture read by Mr. Steele 
Mackaye which recited the familiar story of 
Christopher Columbus which every school-boy 
knows oy heart and every grown person is heart- 
ily tired of hearing. The extempore theater was 
in utter darkness the greater part of the time, 
and when the scenes were not in evidence the 
only space illuminated was the pale, 
intellectual, and somewhat haggard counte- 
nance of Mr. Mackaye at the reader’s desk. 


- The musical features of the show are left to an- 


other hand; butin regard tothe literary quali- 
ties of the lecture an opinion may be frankly ex- 
pressed, The story has been told as effectively 
in hundreds of newspapers during the last two 
years as it was last night; and Mr. Mackaye’s ef- 
fort, unfortunately, had escaped the editorial 
blue pencil. Had that salutary instrument been 
used uponit there would be little left either of 
the pencil or the manuscript. 

The long expected entertainment began at 
8:30 with a speech by Maj. Moses P. Handy, who 
eulogized Mr. Mackaye, spoke of “ The World 
Finder” as the result of thirty years of work 
devoted to theatricals, and begged the audience 
to extend indulgence to the author and lecturer, 
who was suffering under severe indisposi- 
tion. Mr. Mackaye indeed looked like 
man when he _  tottered to the 
reader’s desk and sank into ai chair. 
His resonant voice and his composure shortly 
afterward contrasted strongly with the extreme. 
feebleness which marked his entrance. Did he 
take a hint from the famous orator in ‘the 
Hastings trial in the House of Commons, 
who made an oeffective fainting fit at 
the close of his overwhelming oration? 
Mr. Mackaye asked  ~his auditors to 
exercise their imagination frequently to supply 
deficiencies in his production. If he had fur.

ing of the face of the performer must be the 
chief consideration. But in the graduating 
of light Mr. Mackaya has certainly taught 
the electrical men of the theatrical profession a 
valuable lesson. The spectators heartily ap- 
plauded in the first scene, “The Wonvent of 
Rabida,” the Wonderful way in which the gay 
dawned and bloomed like a fnll-blown rose, 
and again the way that the glow 
of the sunset deepened into night, 
This offect was charming; it was the only revela. 
tion of any value in the entire entertainment; 
but it was repeated adinauseam. The same effect: 
was done again and again in the visions that fol. 
lowed and the sailing away of the ships from the 
port of Palos.

The spectators 
were for a time left in utter darkness, and had to 
submit to a final showerbath of apologies. One’s 
impression of *“‘The World Finder” is that 
it may provide certain hints to lect. 
urers who place reliance on illustrations ; 
and perhaps to many stage managérs, who have 
sense enough to know that the lights are an in- 
cidental, but not an essential, element of theat- 
rical illusion. Furtherthan that one cannot see ” 
what message this loudly-heralded and decided- 
ly hybrid production has for the children of men. 


Offenbach’s ‘* Smaees of Trebizonde ” was 
given a revival at McVicker’s Theater last even- 
ing by Miss Pauline Hall and the members of her 
company.

DIES FOR HIS CRIME. 


LITTLE OEREMONY ATTENDS THE 
EXEQUTION OF VAILLANT. 


The Anarchist’s Head Falls in the Basket. 
a Few Minutes After He Is Waked Up 
and Told the Time for Him to Die Has 
Come—He Declares His Principles Will 
Triumph and Hastens to the Guillotine 
Shouting for Anarchy=—The Remains 
Probably Will Be Dissected. 

Panis, Feb, 5.—With the cry of “ Death to 
the bourgeois, long live anarchy,” Vaillant, 
the Anarchist, who threw the bomb in the 
Chamber of Deputies, paid the penalty of his 
crime. . 

The precautions taken by the authorities to 
prevent any Anarchist demonstration at. the 
guillotine were perfect, and mahy of the 
crowd that had gathered to witness the execu- 
tion, finding that the guards prevented them 
from seemg anything of the guillotine, left 
the vicinity of Roquette Prisoa, in which 
Vaillant was awaiting the coming of the 
headsman, before the time it was expected the 
execution would take place. Judge l’ Espinasse, 
before whom Vaillant was tried, arrived at 
the prison at an early hour, and shortly“after 
M. Lepine, Prefect of Police, visited the 
Place de la Roquette, to see that every pre- 
eaution had been taken to guard against a 
demonstration. . 

After the guillotine had been set up in the . 
Place de la Roquette a few feet from the 
doorway of the prison M. Deibler, the state 
executioner, appeared and tested the machine 
of death. After examining the pulleys and 
finding that they worked all right the knife 
was inserted. This knife, which wasa foot 
wide, had a diagonal edge, one end being a 
foot longer than the other, 

At 6:45 o’clock it was estimated that not 
more than 700 or 800 persons were waiting 
to see the execution, but as it grew later the 
crowd slightly increased, and at the time the 
knife fell about 1,200 people were present. 
Many persons were standing on the roofs of 
houses from whicha view of the guillotine 
could be had. There was none of the shriek- 
ing that usually marks an execution here. 

Vaillant Called to His Death. 

At'7 o’cloek twenty-five mounted guards 
advanced to the front of the guillotine. Mus- 
kets were slung across their backs and all car- 
vied bared sabers in their hands. All the 
troops present straightened up as the little 
door in the gateway closed. This was a sign 
that the double doors would shortly swing 
open to allow the passage of Vaillant and his 
attendants. At 7:10 o’clock all the gas- 
lamps were extinguished except the one near- 
est the guillotine. 

Ten minutes before this Head Warden 
Brun, Judge l’Espinasse, Registar Horoch, 
and District Police, Commissary Eygonie 
entered Vaillant’s cell to inform him that the 
time had arrived for the sentence which was 
tu be carried out. The condemned man was 
sleeping wheh they arrived. He was 
awakened and told to prepare fordeath. He 
appeared to be surprised, and began to 
reiterate the theories he advanced before the 
Assize Court. He declared that though it was 
easy to suppress him it was1im possible to sup- 
press anarchistic ideas. 

‘**My body is nothing,” he added, ‘‘com- 
pared with the progress of principles. I shall 
be revenged.”’ 

Vaillant was perfectly calm and displayed 
no fear. The warden asked him if he would 
like to see the chaplain. ‘* No,” replied Vail- 
lant. ** I will not.”’ 

‘*Will you have something todrink?’’ asked 
the warden. | ‘ 

“No,” Vaillant replied, '‘Ishall have 
enough courage without that.”’ ’ 

As a matter of fact the courage of the con- 
demned jman was. remarkable. He was 
shackled by the executioner’s assistants and 
then ordered to follow to the guillotine. He 
obeyed the order readily and as he left the 
prison his form was upright. He walked as 
quickly as his shackles would allow, without 
leaning for support on the assistants, one of 
whom walked on each side of him. : 

The Fatal Kuife Falls. 

As Vaillant appeared outside the prison, 
wearing only a_i shirt and trousers, all 
bared their heads and the troops presented 
arms to salute him who was looked upon as 
already dead. Chaplain Valader, whose min- 
istrations he had refused, stuod outside the 
prison in order to be near should the prisoner 
change his mind. His services, however, were 
not called for. , : 

Vaillant ‘advanced steadily. When about 
eight yards outside the prison he sprang for- 
ward a little to shout * Death to the bour- 
geoisie!"" ‘“ Lohg live anarchy!’ As he 
shouted his last cry his voice resounded over 
the whole square. _When he had finished he 
was about three yards from the plank on which 
his body was to be fastened. It has been cus- 
tomary for the executioner’s assistants to push 
the condemned criminals against this plank, 
but. as Vaillant reached.it he sprang forward 
and placed himself against it. The plank 
dropped and ip a shorter time than it takes to 
write it Vaillant’s neck slippéd . under the 
knife and the moment he was in position 

Diebler touched the spring, 

There was a flash as the heavy blade de- 
scended, and the spectators saw a head anda 
bleeding stump of a neck drop into the basket 
placed behind the guillotine. The head 
turned around as it was severed from the body 
and dropped into the basket face up. A see- 
ond later the plawk twisted to the left and the 
trunk was iin fs a large basket placed 
alongside of the guillotine to receiveit, Be- 
tween the time of Vaillant’s arrival at the 
guillotine and the closing of the basket con- 
taining his remains scarcely more than twenty 
seconds elapsed. 

Diebler, who has received many letters 
threatening him with death if he executed 
Vaillant. and whoat one time wished to re- 
sign his position rather than to put the An- 
archist to death, appeared paler and more 
nerveus than Vaillant, 

Crowd Comes After the Execution. 

"By the time the execution had been per- 
formed the crowd had grown somewnat in 
numbers. Most of those who witnessed the 
execution weré working people of the districf, 
who had learned when they urose to goto 
their work that Vaillant would be put to 
death this morning. Had tbe news been 
known earlier there is no doubt that an im- 
mense crowd would have been present. The 
usual mob that gathers to witness executions 
had been twicé disappointed after waiting 
neurly all night, and so they missed the guil- 
lotining of Vaillant, not caring to sit or stand 
all night again on the, chance of seeing him 
put to death. Most ofithe men who saw the 
end of Vuillant wore blouses and peaked caps, 
and the women, of whom there were not a few, 
were there without bonnets. 

Within less than two minutes after the knife 
fell Vaillant’s remains were placed in a vap 
and taken to Ivry Cemetery. The van was 
preceded by twenty mounted guards and fol- 
lowed by asimilar number and a carriage 
containing officials. The route to the ceme- 
tery was covered at a gallop. The remains 
were ostensibly interred in that part of the 
cemetery known as the *' turnip field,” which 
is reserved for criminals who are guillotined. 
It is understood that after going through the 
form of interment the body was delivered to 
the medical faculty for the purpose of dissec- 
tion. es oe 

The courage of Vaillant was highly laudad. 
One woman was heard to say: ‘ Poor little 
Sidonie.”’ referring to Vaillant’s daughter, 
who had unavailingly appealed to President 
Carnot to pardon her father. The silence 
that prevailed during Vaillant’s walk from 
the prison door to the guillotine was remark- 
able. It was probably due to the fact that 
the spectators were respectable working peo. 
ple. °

DISCUSS PROTECTION AND FREE TRADE, 


W. E, Mason and C, 8 Darrow Talk at the 
People’s Institute, 

A mixed audience of 3,000 men; women, 
and children taking a profound and excited 
interest for three hours in the discussion of an 
abstract question of government; that is what 
one saw last night at the People’s Institute. 
It was the first of a series of biweekly debates 
on national questions—political, economic, 
industrial, and moral. The question debated 
was: 

Resolved, That protection is better than free 
trade for this country. ‘ 

The speakers were W. E. Mason and C, S. 
Darrow, Each of them spoke thirty minutes, 
then each fifteen minutes, then each ten min- 
utes, and then Mr. Mason had five minutes 
for a closing speech. The arguments used on 
both sides were of the threadbare kind, but 
they were presented in a popular dress and 
were listened to. with much interest. The 
audience was incessantly expressing its assent 
witn or dissent fromthe utterances of the 
speaker. Sometimes the applause would last 
halfa minute, and sometimes for the same 
length of time the voice of the speaker would 
be lost in the groans and hisses. 

Mr, Darrow came in fortt wo of these storms 
of disapproval. One was ,visited on him 
when be said that in consequence of the Re- 
publican tariff on wool this country manu- 
factured nothing but shoddy cloth. The in- 
dignation was mingled with amusement when 
he declared that Ainerican mechanics received 
lower wages than those of any country in 
Europe. As soon as the storm died away he 
explained that the American mechanic pro- 
duced iwice as much as the foreigh mechanic 
and that in proportion to what he produced he 
was paid less. and he cited James G. Blaine to 
prove it. 

Mr. Mason scored a large nuinber of palpa- 
ble hits. One of them was when he described 
the effect of a protective tariff on the manu- 
facture of steel rails. The tails of the Union 
Vacific railroad, he said, were bought abroad 
at $140 aton. The Republicans put a tax of 
28 a ton on steel rails, and, instead. of rails 
costing $168, they had sold ever since for 
#80. Another illustration was drawn from 
the manufacture of spool thread.’ While both 
speakers had their ups and downs with the 
audience, it was ovident that Mr. Mason was 
in the greater favor of the two. 


POSTMASTER RYAN COMMITS SUICIDE, 


His Apparent Purpose Was to'Avoid Ex- 
posure on a Money Shortage. 

Capak Rapips, la., Feb. 5.—[Special,]— 
Shortly after 3 o'clock this afternoon the 
community was startled by the announce- 
nent that Postmaster W. A. Ryan, Postmaster 
at Van Horne, Ia., had committed suicide at 
his hone. Several daysago it became the 
talk of the town that Mr. Ryan had lost 
heavily at card§ and was short several hun- 
dred dollars in his postoffice accounts. This 
morning George M, Christian, Postoffice In- 
spector, arrived from Grinnell to inquire into 
Ryan’s affairs. While the official was going 
through the books and accounts of the office 
Mr. Ryan went to his home, half 
a mile distant. His actions aroused 
the suspicions of his wife and 
she accompanied her husband to the bedroom 
and questioned him. He said he was ill, but 
would be all right in time and told her to go 
out, as he wanted to rest. As soon as she left 
the room he locked the door. A minute aftera 
loud report of a revolver rang out from she 
bedroom. Trying the door and finding it 
lockéd Mrs. Ryan hurried toa neigh bor’s 
house for aid and in a few minutes entrance 
to the room was effected. Mr. Ryan was 
lymg onthe bed, revolver in hand. Blood 
was pouring from a wound just below his 
heart. He Was unable to speak 
and died in a few minutes. Ryan was 43 
years of age, Heleaves a wife and six chil- 
dren, the eldest of whom is 14. It is not 
known how much his accounts are short. In-

ORDINANCE FOR ELECTRIC ROAD, 
Committee Recommends Two 

Measures for Passage. 

Two important measures passed the Council 
Committee on Streets and Alleys North yes- 
terday afternoon and were recommended to 
the Council for passage last night. Action on 
them was deferred and the reports were or- 
dered published. ; 

The first of these was the ordinance*of the 
North Chieago’ Electric railroad company. 
It proposes to run two lines, one on Milwav- 
kee avenue from Lawrence avenue to Armi- 
tage avenue, where it will connect with the 
West Chicago Street railroad company; the 
other on Lincoln avenue from North Fifty- 
ninth street to Wrightwood avenue, where it 
will cennect with the North Chicago Street 
railroad company’s line. Arrangements are 
to be entered into with the cable lines to haul 
the cars of the electric road and the latter is 
to haul the cars of the cable lines to the ter- 
minus of its tracks. In this way the people 
living in the Twenty-seventh Ward may get to 
the heart of the city without change of cars, 
but they will have to pay two fares. 

The other measure was an ordinance per- 
mitting the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
railroad company to remove the viaduct ap- 
proaches at Carrollavenue and Halsted street, 
to lay tracks on Carroll avenue, and to extend 
Wayman street from Halsted to Sangamon 
street. The city gives Carroll avenue, which 
is sixty-six fect wide, for a new street fifty 
feet wide. In the condemnation of this street 
the railroad company pays for four lots and 
the city for two lots. The railroad company 
also agrees to construct approaches to the 
Halsted and Sangamon street viaducts.

It had no svoner 
jumped from the rude clinic than it lost all 
its sprightliness, crept out of sight as much as 
possible, and began to moan. It attempted 
to move around, but its legs seemed to be 
half paralyzed. It hada stunned ard stupe- 
fied appearance and it was disposed to nod, 
but by a violent effort kept awake. In the 
meanwhile the physicians were waiting for it 
to get sufficiently ander the influence to make 
it worth while to administer the perinangar- 
ate.

Stands Even a Second Injection. 


Forty minutes after the dog got eight grains 
in the neck the patience of the physicians 
gave out. They viaced it on! the operating 

- bench aguin and injected into its neck six 
‘grains more of the poison. This madea 
rain for every pound of its weight and in 
hat way was equal to an injection of 160 
« grains in the neck of a seman weighing 160 
unds. It was expected that it would die:in 
fteen minutes unless the antidote was ad- 
mimstered, and the beautiful purple fluid wus 
got in readiness to be used at a moment's 
warning. It is still ready. 
“The dog jumped off the plank in a bungling 
way, bestowing repreachful glances on every 
one of the party. Instead of turning up its 
toes, however, it developed an abnormal! 
activity. Though exceedingly groggy it in- 
sisted on running us fast as its paralyzed 
limbs would permit around the barn, lying 
down every now and then and almost falling 
asleep. 

The physicians stood around, syringe in 
hand, waiting for the reaction. They said the 
dog was feeling the stimulating effects of the 
drug and that the tug-of-war would come 
when the stimulation ceased and the narcosis 
set in. But when the dog had gyratea about 
the barn foran hour and three-quarters they 
noticed that its movements were more natural 
than they had been, and that it was on the 
mend. From that time the dog improved and 

reaction seemed farther off than ever. 
Finally, two hours after the first injection, the 
scientists concluded that a dog was the'poor- 
_ est subject in the world for such an experi- 
ment, This dog was coming out all right 
without any permanganate, and they tied it 
up. by a rope and went off to look after their 
human patients. 


All Former Tests Repudiated.

‘experiment, which was in one sense a failure, 
as the most important experiment that has 
_yet been tried with a view of testing the virt- 
ues of the permanganate. Uniess the anti- 
dote wili work in cases of a hypodermic in- 
jection it is of no value, and the only tests 
made of it in such cases have been made on 
dogs. experiments have been regarded, 
not as conclusive, but as favorable and con- 

- firmatory. Now, it seems, they are shown to 
be worthiess. Dr. Moor in New York last 
meer avd Dr. McDonell in Chicago. last Sat- 
urday each thought they had resuscitated 
with the permanganute a dog that had had ad- 
ministered to it hypodermically what was re- 
garded as a tenfold mortal dose of morphine. 
But the experiment of yesterday goes: far to 
prove that these dogs would have recovered 
as well without the permanganate as with it.

PAY-ROLLS (UT DOWN 


——— 


THE MAYOR ORDERS HEAVY REDUO- 
TIONS IN MANY DEPARTMENTS. 


The Water Extension Branch of the Pab- 
lie Service Must Cost Less=Number of 
Teams Engaged in Garbage Hauling 
Reduced One-Half—Street and Bridge 
Repairing and Sewer Department Force 
to Be Lessened=The Mayor Denies He 
Is a Candidate for United States Senator. 


Mayor Hopkins has a suspicion that some 
of his subordinates are not as loyal to his ad- 
ministration as they should be. When he 
took charge of affairs he called the heads of 
the various departinents together and advised 
them that a general reduction of expenses was 
a necessity in view of the financial condition 
of the city. He directed them to make con- 
siderable reductions in their pay-rolls. They 
promised, but it appears all have not acted 
Take the water extension 
branch of the public service for an example, 
The Meyor called for the pay-roll of this 
braved tor the last half of January yesterday 
and Hfad it compared with the pay-roll for the 
corresponding time last year. He found that 
in the Lake View Division the cost was $200 
more at this time than last year—and this for 
fifteen days; in the Lake District it is $600 
more, in the Southern Hyde Park District it 
is $1,100 more, in the Southwestern District 
it is $1,400 more, and so it goes. ‘The Mayor 
sent for Assistant Commissioner Moody yes- 
terday and peremptorily ordered a reduction 
of the pay-rolls in this branch of the public 
service, 

He also sent for Supt. Schofield and said to 
him: ‘You must reduce the number of 
teams. It you keep on at the present rate 
you will spend as much money as was spent 
last year, and we can’t afford that.”’ 

Schotield said: ** We are cutting down. We 
letalot of foremen go last-week. We will 
have to let more go this week.” 

The Mayor continued: * You will have to 
reduce the number of teams also. Cut the 
number in two and see how well you can get 
along. At the rate of last. month it would 
cost $564,000 todo the scavenger work alone. 
We cannot stand that.”’ 

The Mayor added that he believed this work 
can be done much cheaper by contract. He 
said: ** In my ward the garbage was removed 
for $7,200 in 1892 by contract. Last year 
the work was done by thecity and it cost 
$17.200. The work was done better in 
1892.”’ 

The Mayor is examining the pay-rolis of 
other departments. He will insist on reduc- 
tions. The water office pay-roll, the street re- 
pairing pay-roll, the bridge repairing roll, the 
Sewer Department roll willall have to be cut, 
he says. The Mayor's attention has been 
called also to'the lvose system of furnishing 
supplies at the City Hall. Each head of de- 


| partment orders such supplies as he thinks he 


may need from such persons as he deems fit, 

and at prices to suit the vender. The Mayor 

and the Controller are devising some ineans 

to do away with these loose methods, which 

are clearly in detiance of the charter. A cus- 

todian will doubtless be appointed. Supplies, 
will \ be furnished on advertisement by con- 

tract and given out to the department chiefs 

on requisition. 

The Mayor yesterday denied that he was a 
candidate for United States Senator, and that 
he had refused u $10,000 subscription for his 
campaign fund from Ben Cable. 

Another denial of the Mayor referred to an 
alleged connection between himself and John 
S. Cooper in the street cleaning contracts. He 
said: | 

“Ido not deny that thereisa firm known 
as Cooper & Hopkins, or that: John S. Cooper 
and myself are the members of, that firm; 
neither do I deny that we have the street 
cleaning contract of Buffalo for three years, 
and I devoutly wish we hadn’t. I do deny 
that that firm has ever heid acontract for 
cleaning the streets of Chicago, and I will 
furtherinore state it never will, What Mr. 
Cooper himself, individually, may do in the 
future [donot know, but I never had and 
never will have anything todo with any such 
contract, at least as long asl am Mayor. I 
will say this, though, that I am determined to 
make radical changes in the Street Cleaning 
Department.”

The 
Merritts Ceny the story that Rockefeller has 
secured a vontrolling interest in the Consolli- 
dated Mines company, but said this afternoon 
they had hypothecated to him enough of their 


-8tock to give him a controlling interest fora 


loan of $1,000,000. On the strength of this 
it is thought Rockefeller men will be piaced 
at the head of the Duluth, Mesaba, and North- 
ern railroad, which is in the pool, and the 
mining companies, which elect officers Tues- 
day and Wednesday. Superior and Dvluth 
iron men and bankers regard the new move 
asthe first step to freeze out the Merritts. 
The Merritts have been pressed .for money 
for eight months and they have made no pre- 
tense towards paying even small obligations. 
This move practically places the reins of the 
consolidated iron’ mines pool, in the hands of 
Rockefeller. For some months past Rocke- 
feller has had eneugh stock of the Minnesota 
Iron company, which operates mines on the 
Mesaba and Verniillion Range, to control this 
company also. The Minnesota lron company 


is a rival of the Consolidated Iron Mines com- @ 


pany, but both companies are now under the 
dictation of John Rockefeller. He also con- 
trols the Spanish-American mines at Cuba, 
and aturnof his finger will now absolutely 
dictate the price of American iron or steel.

‘STILL TRUE TO MAINE. 


ANNUAL DINNER OF SONS OF THE 
“PINE TREE” STATE. 


Large Attendance at the Palmer House of 
Chicagoans Who Cherish the Traditions 
of Their New England Home—Presi- 
dent Chadwick Acts as Toastmaster 
and Introduces the Speakers After the 
FeasteLettars of Regret Read by Frank 
Hamlin=rrogram of the Evening. 


‘*Derego ”’ was the motto of those who sat 
down to dinnerin ParlorO atthe Palmer 
House last evening, for it was a banquet of the 
Sons and Daughters of Maine. For thirteen 
consecutive years the residents of Chicago 
who were born inthe **Pine Tree” State 
havé met fo-renew old friendship and re- 
count the glories bf the old State. 
One of the speakers in referring to 
the love of the sons and daughters for the 
State of their birth said no matter how far 
they strayed they never got overa hankering 
for blueberry pie for breakfast and baked 
beans Saturday night; -no matter how long 
their wanderings lasted they always thought 
fondly of the State of ice-cutting and summer 
boarders, 

Besides those present letters of regret from 
many prominent Maine-born men were read 
by Frank Hamlin, a son of the late Hannibal 
Hanlin. : 

When the feasting was over President Chad- 
a. who acted as toastmaster, arose and 
said: 

** We here in Illinois may fairly stand as an 
exponent of that larger Maine which is not 
within its liberal boundaries or rock-ribbed 
shores, but, following the westward march of 
progress, is today conspicuous in many States 
—and need I say how creditabiy? Cast your 
eye over the roll of membership of this 
society and you find men prominent 
and distinguished in nearly every honor- 
able calling, men in whom the whole 
community takes’ pride. Many _ self- 
made man, who, from small and some- 
times hnmble beginnings, have climbed well 
the ladder of succe$s, attaining distinction in 
the fields of science and learning, or by the 
acquisition of wealth or power. 

Hearts Still True to Maine, 

“While we enjoy and glory in these 
achievements and our honorable reeord, who 
among us is so dead of soul that he does not 
cherish fond remembrance of dear old 
Maine and her institutions, her customs, her 
legends? Weare fortunate in having with us 
excellent. speakers, and to their abler hands I 
must leave the discussion of the character of 
the men and womenof the old Pine Tree 
State at home and abroad. Not that I desire 
to evade my duty, but I don’t want to give 
you too much of this, and now lam reminded 
of an incident, the point which illustrates the 
old sdying that *‘ one can have too much even 
of a goud thing.’ 

‘*It occurred away out among the mount- 
ains.of Colorado, where they were striving to 
wrest the precious metals froin old mother 
earth, and the winter had closed down on the 
little camp of three or four men and one 
woman, the wife of the hardy old-leader. She 
sickened and died and the men made up a 
mournful cortége down the snow-clad mount- 
ains, through the icy gorges, drawing the re- 
mains as best they could on a rough. sledge. 
At the foot of the mountain there was a sudden 
depression, such as we used tocall a ‘thank ye, 
ma’am.’ The sledge slipped and dropped 
with a thump, and the shock revived the wom- 
an, who had all the time 
trance.. With -great joy they wended their 
way back and the usual life atthe camp was 
resumed, until in the following winter the 
wife again took sick and died, and away they 
started ayain as before. As they approached 
the memorable spot the old man gave signs 
of increased interest ahd finally said: *‘ Now, 
boys, hereis the spot where she come to 
Now, easy, easy, boys; be mighty careful; 
don’t hurt her.’ 

‘* Yes, there is sometimes too much, even of 
a good thing, to say nothing of what I might 
tind to say to you. I feel, however, as if I 
inust say a word of cougratulation. The 
country has just passed througha period of 
great depression, following thé: financial and 
silver panic, and though: wean still hear 
the distant mutterings of the ‘thunder, the 
gloomy storm-cloud is well down in the 
horizon of the past. Some of us have lost 
means, some of us have lost place and em. 
ployment; some have lost.one thing, some 
another; but there is one thihg we have not 
been able to lose, and that i& our sublime 
faith in C(hicago—this youthful giantess, 
who today stunds preétrinent before the na- 
tions of the earth and proudly wears the laurel 
crown. 

; Chicago People Blessed, 

‘** You are indeed blessed, whoare of Chicago 
and share ever so little in the halo of her 
glory. I venture tosay that we do not fully 
comprehend, as yet, how well and favorably 
the name of: Chicago is known throughout the 
earth. The name ‘Chicago’ has come to .be 
so associated with success, with full fruition 
and accomplishment, that in every land it 
is a word with which to ¢onjure wonders. 
And so I must congratulate you, who are citi- 
zens of this ever-busy, ever-doing Chicago, 
who glory in her past and present, and who 
build for her a greater, yes, a greatest future, 
that you find time and disposition to come to- 
gether once a year and- bless the land of our 
birth.”’

New York, Feb. 5.—The following was 
issued today on behalf of the United Press: 
‘Certain journals occasionally announce that 
some newspaper has been detached from the 
old service circuits of the United Press and. 
its predecessor, the New York Associated 
Press; and it has come to our knowledge that 
the Western gentlemen who are engaged in a 
‘news warfare’ against these old agencies 
are assiduously circulating the story that we 
are not likely to continue the ‘ contest.’ These 
representations have misled some overcredu- 
lous clients of ours into steps that they are 
certain to regret. It seems well, therefore, to 
present herewith. for the first time a brief 
statement of the facts: 

‘‘The New York Herald, the New Yofk Sun, 


the New York Tribune, the New York Times, 


and their associates, under a deed of trust, 
hold absolute control of the United Press and 
of the contracts, good will, and business 
which it derived from its predecessor, the old 
New York Associated Press. These papers 
are engaged in the business of collecting the 
news of the world for themselves and their 
clients. They represent‘all phases of political 
belief East and West, and the good will ac- 
cruing to them through their long years of 
successful service to the public rests upon the 
good faith with which they have done this 
work,, Their clients) are other daily 
newspapers in New York City and Brook- 
lyn, the New England Associated Press, 
the New York State Associated Press, the 
Southern Associated Press, the leading papers 
in Philadelphia and Washington,‘ and nearly 
all of those throughout New Jersey, Pennsyl- 
vania, Delaware, and Maryland, besides many 
in the West and on the Pacific coast, and all 
ofthose in the British provinces of North 
America. It is obvious to any careful ob- 
server that the United Press is now collecting 
the news more copiously, accurately, and suc~ 
cessfully than ever before and it proposes 
to continue to do so. Certain Western news- 
papers which from time to time have engaged 
in efforts to relieve us of this work areattem pt- 
ing itagain. Under no circumstances and at 
ho time will the New York Herald, the New 
York Sun, the New York Tribune, and the 
New York Times consent to abandon the busi- 
ness of collecting the news of the world for 
themselves and their clients and to turn over 


this work to the irresponsible and untrust-. 


worthy persons now conducting the affairs of 
the Western organization, who are engaged 
in demoralizing the legitimate business of 
news collecting by tempting offers of rates 
below a paying basis. Such inducements are 


_of no real advantage either to those who offer 


or to those who accept them. It is clear that 
no business conducted on such a basis can be 
either efficient or permanent. 

“Wehave madeno complaints and no ex 
parte statements intended to disparage others 
or exalt ourselves, but weare going steadily 
about our business, paying our bills as they 
uccrue,and weare prepared to pay them if 
they should be doubled, trebled, or qua- 
drupled. Asa matter of fact these bills do 
not now equal one-half the amount they 
reached during the successful defense of our 
present position-against the last serious as- 
sault upon it by these same disturbing news- 
papers of the West. 

_* The statement, therefore, that under any 
circumstances or any time we are likely to 
abandon or have ever contemplated abandon- 
ing the work of collecting our own news for 
ourselves and our customers is entire- 
ly groundless, and we make this pub- 
ication only that old  ctients’ of 
ours need no longer be deceived by the reck- 
less and unfounded stories set afloat about us. 
Neither is it true that we are looking for or 
desiring any compromise. On the contrary, 
we should prefer to have whatever contest 
may be said to now exist to continue until the 
people who have started it have had enough 
to last them through one newspaper genera- 
tion.

The United “States Courts will within a 
month leave the old buildmg and move into 
new quarters in the Monadnock Block, just 
across the street. The order for the removal 
came from Attorney-General Olney yesterday 
afternoon ‘in a letter to Marshal Hitchcock. 

The latter was directed to make a lease with 

the owners of the Monadnock Building for 

space for three eourt rooms and offices for the 


District-Attorney, Marshal, court clerks, and _ 


Judges, the lease to begin March 1. The lease 
is to hold for one year from that date, with 
the privilege of renewal ior another year at 
the same rental. 

The Monadnock offered the government 
21,000 feet of floor space on the third and 
fourth floors, with additional) roomson the 
fifth floor. if desired. The Circuit and Dis- 
trict Court rooms will be onthe third floor 


and the United States Court of Appeals on 


the floor above. How the various offices are 
to be assigned has not yet been determined. 
The rental isto be $20,000 a year, if only 
the third and fourth floors are used, and more 
in proportion if the government finds it 
necessary to takea part of the fifth floor. 
Marshal Hitchcock said last evening prepara- 
tions for the removal would begin as soon as 
the lease is signed. It will bea big job to 
move all the cases, files, and records of the 
courts, and before that isdone the arrange- 
ment of the courts and offices in the new 
builling must be mappedout. District-Attor- 
ney Milchrist said he had hoped the removal 
would not take place until his term had ex- 
pired, as it will be necessary to transport his 
private law library into quarters from which 
it will have to be removed again probably in 
a short time. Commissioner Hoyne, who 
was one of the first occupants of the Federal 
Building, vil go with the courts into the 
Monadnock. 


RECEIVER MARS:! SULS FOR $100,000., 


Charges Against Marston and Modica of 
American Investment Society. 

Erastus P. Marsh, appointed receiver of the 
American Building, Loan and Investment 
Society by the Federal courts, has commenced 
suit for $100,000 in the Circuit Court against 
William L. Marston and Francis B. Modica, 
the former Secretary and Vice-President of 
the society. Mr. Marsh informs the court 
‘‘that, by reason of the illegal conduct, meth- 
ods, and practices of Marston and Modica 
the society has lost a gross total of $8'7.454.”’ 
During the term of their office the defendants, 
it is alleged, conspired to wrongfully injure 
the business and property of the society, and 
the plaintiff also says they conspired to ob- 
tair. from it large sums of money without 
giving adequate security. Some of the moneys 
paid out on ‘‘alleged”’ loans are mentioned 
thus: G. F. Montgomery, $25,106; ledger 
account, $8,860; W. F. Warren, $9,665; St. 
Paul Park loans, $40,528; and moneys re- 
ceipted for as fees amount to $6,291. Using 
their authority as examiners of loans and 
managers of the loan department it is de- 
clared they paid out these large sums of 
money for their own benefit or for that of 
persons with whom they enjoyed intimate 
business relations. Erastus P. Marsh was ap- 
pointed receiver by the Federal Court in the 
suit commenced by Marcus M. Towle. His 
attorney, Levy Mayer, said: *‘} This suit will

proceeding, a judgment under it, if obtained, 
will facilitate a criminal action against the 
defendants.

» Mary N. B. Bayley, has been asked for an ac- 
counting. The time set for the account to be 
pron to the court has. passed and no report 

as yet been received from him. No com- 
plaint has been made to the court about his 
neglect, and, although it is customary -for 
those interested 
for an attachment, Judge Puterbaug 
has not been asked to issue one. 
Mrs. Bayley was a resident of Lake View, who 
died in November, 1888, leaving an estate 
worth $100,000. Under her will, which was 
admitted to probate, Miiton Palmer, who re- 
sides in the Palmer House, and James Payne 
were appointed trustees, without bonds. Mr. 
Payne resigned immediately and the man- 
agementof the estate was left to Milton 
Palmer, who was instructed by the will to 
seek the advice of Attorney James Edward 
Fay when necessary. All of testator’s chil- 
dren were dead at the time of her decease and 
her property was bequeathed to Warfield B. 
Bayley and Charles D. Bayley, her grandsons, 
with certain legacies and annuities to rela- 
tives. The principal was to be paid the heirs 
when they reached the age of 28 years and 
until that time the trustees were to pay sums 
for their education and care. 

Mr. Fay, the attorney, who has charge of 
the estate for Mr. Palmer, said last night that 
the account had not been rendered because he 
had been ill for several weeks and unable to 
prepare it. Regarding the story that the 
estate was not being handled properly he 
said: ‘* When Mrs. Bayley died the maximum 
value of the estate was not over $100,000. 
Against this were debts amounting to $385.,- 
000. There was a tax sale in progress on the 
property and I was forced to go into my own 
pocket to avoid seeing the property sold for 
the taxes. The heirs to the estate have re- 
ceived all granted them under the will up to 
the present, As the estate stands today it is 
in debt to me and not I to it.”
